It 
increases the gross production incentive rate from 2 percent for the first 36 
months of production to 4 percent for the first 36 months. The bill provides 
where the production from a production enhancement project is not 
commingled with previously existing production within the well for which the 
project is being conducted, the base production amount will be considered 



to be zero. It removes references to "workovers." It defines the term 
"inactive well." It creates the Oklahoma Zero-Emission Facility Energy Tax 
Act of 2018.
